H ow ever, under the w ar-tim e 
control by th** railroad adm inistration, 
when the roads w ere nracticailv un­ 
der governm ent ow nership, It wav not 
deem ed proper that questions arrow­ 
ing governm ent em ployees should be 
arbitrated. 
Mn the other band, arbi­ 
tration becom es once more the basic 
feature In the transportation u d of 
1020. 
N eedless to say, arbitration has 
throughout been voluntary, the justice 
of tin* awurd, the good fulfh of the 
parties and the restraining Influence 
of public opinion being relied upon as 
the adequate sanction. 
The arbitration 
boards under the

The arbitration board under the act 
of I HHS and th** Erdman law of HRS 
consisted of three mem bers, w hile Live 
New lamia law provides for a bourd of 
Dire# m em bers or a larger one o f six 
members, according to the preference 
of tim parties In dispute., T he trans­ 
portation act provides for a bourd of 
nine member*. 
In the ease of the first 
three biwa m entioned, one arbitrator

Un­ 
der the transportation act of JIO! one- 
third of the member* of the board lire 
selected by the President from a group 
proposed by the em ployees and subor­ 
dinate officials o f the railroads and 
one-third from nom inees of the cur­ 
rier*.

the President o f the United States. 
T he independence o f the board m em ­ 
ber* under the act of 1920 la further 
sought by requiring them to relinquish 
active m em bership la any organization 
o f em ployee* and by requiring them 
not to In* pecuniarily Interested in any 
carrier.
